So 
close to her face was the weapon 
when discharged, her face was fear­ 
fully powder burned. 
The doctor thinking he had killed 
his wife met (.Mr. Dunnigan at the 
yard fence as it is reported and told 
of his dastardly deed and further­ 
more expressed an intention of tak­ 
ing his own life. Mr. Dunnigan tried 
to dissuade the man, but to no avail, 
and whon Mr. D unnigan attempted

At noon today Mrs. Presnell was 
resting fairly well and some hope 
of her recovery is expressed.

Later he practiced medicine at Oak­ 
man two or three years, came to Ada 
for a few months and moved from 
here to Center last fall. 
Rumor has it that his domestic 
relations had l»een for a long time

from congenial;

home. It is said that lie attempted 
to kill his wife once before, and 
that he made the statement just be­ 
fore he shot himself that he 
was 
jealous, hut had no right to he.
